Hi Adam and Christine, 

Hope all is well. As we mentioned to Adam at Town Meeting last week, Naomi and I are 
receiving a lot of pressure from fellow commissioners to issue a longer, clarifying statement 
regarding our role in the Pedrini-RJ process. The pressure is mounting because Bob Sprague 
has now sent 2 emails over the past week to every commissioner saying that he will talk to 
any commissioner willing to tell their story about how we made the decision we made. More 
commissioners are asking us if they can speak to Bob, but we've been able to successfully 
have them postpone, pointing to a possible forthcoming longer statement from the 
Commission. To date, we've only shared the smaller statement that Christine helped us craft 
(which Naomi and I believe is more than enough!). 

Here's the shorter statement we shared with Bob: The Commission was invited to 
participate in the Restorative Justice process invoiving Lt Pedrini as it has for 
other incidents in town. Since the process was announced in February, the 
Commission received feedback from a wide range of individuais, inciuding 
those that attended the March meeting. Given the depth and severity of the 
hurt expressed to the Commission by members of the community, the AHRC 
coiiectiveiy thought iimiting its roie to the coiiection of community impact 
statements wouid best serve the Restorative Justice Process. 

We will be re-sharing that with him again today. 

Naomi and I think that the timing of a longer statement is now both late and potentially 
creates another story where one isn't needed. We're not sure what to do though, because other 
commissioners have made it clear that something has to be said moving forward. Maybe we 
can get the Commission to hold off long enough until another step in the RJ process occurs? 
For instance, maybe a longer statement could be released in tandem with Pedrini's public 
apology. Just brainstorming here.

Shortly after the news broke about Lt. Pedrini's writings, I spoke 
with Chief Ryan along with a handful of community members about what 
could be done about this breach of public trust. The Chief explained 
to us a bit about the process for firing a member of the police force, 
and the dilemma that he and the Town face. Should they pursue 
termination, it's likely that it would result in an arbitration 
process that takes control out of the Town's hands. It's a gamble 
whether the arbitration panel would uphold the termination. And if 
they reject the termination, then the officer would be reinstated 
without any of the restorative process that Lt. Pedrini has since gone 
through, including his public apology. The Town Manager has offered me 
the same explanation. 

So the options are not as clear cut as fire vs reinstate. It's between 
a gamble on an arbitration process that's all or nothing vs a process 
that the Town can exercise greater control over. As I understand it, 
there is no scenario in which the Town has full control of the 
process. Imagine, for instance, if arbitration resulted in 
reinstatement without any restorative process or apology. Under those 









circumstances Lt. Pedrini might still be writing similar sentiments in 
the same newsletter and claiming victory over those who had called for 
his dismissal, all while continuing to serve in the APD. 

Is his public apology enough? Of course not. There's a lot of work to 
be done to rebuild the public trust he destroyed with his hurtful and 
hateful words. I hope that Lt. Pedrini is willing to do the work that 
he says he will to rebuild that trust. The restorative process he's 
undertaken has opened a door, and it's up to him whether he'll step 
through it. He wrote in his apology: 

"I look forward to mending the harm done and moving forward in the 
right direction. I am committed to meeting with community groups and 
contributing on matters pertaining to police policy" 

If his apology letter is the end of this matter, then justice will not 
have been done. Justice will be done when this process has restored 
the public's faith in the APD. And that's going to take concerted 
effort from more than just Lt. Pedrini. Neither he nor Police Chief 
Flaherty nor the Town Manager can fix that on their own. It's going to 
take our community coming together to have difficult conversations. 
Whether your faith in the APD is complete, nonexistent, or somewhere 
in between, we all have a role to play in the healing process. There's 
an opportunity in this tragedy, even if none of us would have chosen 
this particular path.

Sharon, you wrote: 

"I had previously seen the FIRC as unquestioning boosters of APD (e.g., in 
their handling of a complaint by a resident of color about the flying of a 
Confederate flag)..." 

Where FIRC = Arlington Fluman Rights Commission and 
APC = Arlington Police Department 

Apparently Sharon, you don't like Confederate flags flying in town. 

Good. We have something in common. I don't either. 

But there's NOTFIING that APD, or the FIRC, or any government agency can do 
about any private person flying *any* flag — even a Nazi flag, if you come 
right down to it. 

I don't believe there's anything even a private party (i.e., person, 
human) can do about it, for that matter. This is a settled First Amendment 
issue. There's no ambiguity. 











It doesn't matter if they're a resident of color. Considerations like that 
are irrelevant. We may not like it, it might be hurtful, but there's some 
things we have no control over. 

We just have to suck it up. 

If you have expectations that the Town, or any agency of the Town, can 
intervene with someone flying a Confederate flag (and apparently, and 
inexplicably, you do) then you simply don't understand basic aspects of the 
legal, governmental and justice system. 

And your criticizing the town, or any agency of the town, on that basis is 
completely and utterly invalid. 

Yep. 

And that's about all we have to talk about.

I had 
hoped to disengage some from the concerns that have held my attention over the past several 
months in Arlington (as many of you know), but I can’t ignore the attached message, which was 
forwarded to me this morning by Laura Kiesel and leaves me with a panicky feeling of dejd vu — 
not only because it echoes the violent style and tone of Lt. Pedrini’s articles in the Sentinel but 
also, because here in Montevideo, where recent events have once again brought to the fore the 
collective trauma Uruguayans lived through during the years of the military dictatorship, at this 
time of year we have again just memorialized Uruguay’s disappeared with a silent march through 
the middle of town—meaning that painful memories are very much in the forefront of both our 
minds and our conversations. 
















Though in comparison to other crank messages I’ve seen from Mr. Harrington this one strikes me 
as an escalation, I have no idea whether or not it should be considered more serious than others 
he has posted over the years. And in all fairness, I have no idea whether or not Lt. Pedrini had 
anything to do with his sending it out; that’s simply a question I can’t help but ask, given the way 
Mr. Harrington references Mr. Pedrini in his message. Of what I am certain, is that the violence 
implicit in the language, style and tone of the email I’m forwarding should not be dismissed 
lightly. That violence is all too familiar to me from my years of opposing the de facto government 
in this, my second home—where all too often, threats like those it contains were followed by 
physical attacks. As a reality check. I’ve run it past a couple of Uruguayan friends who share my 
recollections of such threats and who, like me, found its language and content eerily reminiscent. 

I suspect that to you, who may not have lived through such an experience (even in these 
“Tmmpian” times), the comparison will come across as an overstatement, but it’s better to be safe 
than sorry. Regardless of whether Mr. Harrington’s email is politically motivated or a reflection of 
personal pathology, because violent words (in and of themselves, damaging) so often translate 
into violent deeds, either way it should be taken seriously—all the more so, given that it 
references an incident about which the Town remains painfully divided and in need of closure. 

Just as I’ve been asking that you not dismiss Lt. Pedrini’s writings as “just a bunch of words,’’ so 
here I ask that all of you take Mr. Harrington’s message seriously, and that you respond with the 
utmost urgency—by both investigating what he intended in sending it, and doing everything you 
can to keep Laura (and anyone else who has received it) safe. It doesn’t matter whether any of 
you happen to agree or not with the positions she, or anyone else, has taken regarding Pedrini’s 
continued presence on the APD. As our legally elected and appointed officials, that’s part of what 
we, your constituents, expect of you.

Actually, I did check with Muck Rock, and it looks like my FOIA and public records 
request was granted last month, so apologies for that. 

The file on Pedrini is over 200 pages long, though there are many redactions. It 
looks like there have definitely been complaints filed on him, including even a lawsuit 
against the town for alleged negligence in allowing him to continue policing as a 
result of one of those complaints. Last week, we were told during the Diversity 
Taskforce meeting that Pedrini had never had any complaints or allegations of 
misconduct filed against him. But that certainly does not seem to be the case. Do 
either of you care to comment? 

Additionally, I found earlier issues of The Sentinel. While Pedrini's rhetoric in "The 
Man on the Streets" column stops short of advocating violence as he did in the 2018 
issue, the content does again express prejudicial comments against undocumented 
immigrants (and the "Sanctuary-town types" who defend them), those with addiction 
(and takes a hard line of prosecution and incarceration) and again criticizes Black 
Lives Matter. This indicates that Pedrini's articles in the 2018 were not the complete 
anomaly, but an escalation of a trend.

I find it strange that he asserts he had a conversation with Pedrini yesterday and 
now he is suddenly sending a threatening message out to two dozen people in town. Is Pedrini 
aware of this? This doesn't offer me a lot of confidence in what his reinstatement implies for 
those of us who are more vulnerable. 


I don't know if you have been aware, but some of us who have been vocal about not agreeing 
with Pedrini's reinstatement have been receiving harassing emails, libeled and subtly threatened 
by Town members. I would like to know where is the Town officials and the APD in denouncing 
this? 

I hope this is a matter that you and the APD will be taking very seriously. As I mentioned,

My piece on Pedrini will be 
coming out in a couple of weeks, and I have a feeling my vulnerability or receipt of threats and 
harassment will be going up.

> In regard to arbitration, a review of multiple cases over the past several years suggests that there is 
very little certainty in outcomes regarding contested discipline. In this case, I strongly preferred an 
option that allowed the Town to control the outcome. Restorative justice provided us with that option.

Thank you for the reply Chief Flaherty. The message was concerning, aside from the 
emotional toll it took on the recipients it also places a burden on town resources in 
the form of consultations, responses, etc. 

I don't mean to sounds like a broken record but there is still a great deal of concern 
in the community regarding Lt Pedrini's reinstatement and insufficient restorative 
justice process. Does the town plan to publicly denounce Pedrini's words as racist 
and talk to him about his apology? I know you and Adam denounced the writings as 
racist in the last DTG meeting but it's not enough to acknowledge the racism in a 
small group with a dozen or so residents--it needs to be public. Additionally, in order 
for the restorative justice process to be at all legitimate, Lt Pedrini also needs to 
acknowledge the words as hateful and racist rather than merely "careless". If the 
town cannot name the writings as racist to the public and make a stronger 
statement, then we are normalizing his rhetoric and indirectly enabling and 
emboldening residents like Harrington. Should hate crimes continue to escalate in 
Arlington, I fear we as a town will be complicit. 

I personally had a very difficult time sitting through the vigil to support our jewish 
neighbors as I listened to town leaders claim that we have no tolerance for hate 
when we clearly have shown lots of tolerance for hate within our police force. The 
words rang false to me and I wondered if I felt that way, how many marginalized 
people in Arlington felt the same. I know we can do better.
